No 
tidings have been received y itfrom Lawrencs- 
burg, Io d ., except th at the town is a t the 
mercy of the waters. 
C incinnati, February 12tb.—The fl icd of 
1832 has now b e en iirp isfe i. I t then reached 
64 feet 3 inches. 
A t 11 o’clock it stood half 
an inch above that, aud was still rising. 
L odisyilae (Ky.), February 12¡h.—The 
flood here has reached the h’ghest point of the 
flood of Febru-.rv, 1882, rising an inch and a 
half per hour. 
Bu-ulhsi and navigation are 
practically suspended, aud the damage to 
property on Front street is very heavy. The 
weather is e'ear end warm. 
L ouisville (Ky ). February 12th.— All 
day the river haa been th9 center of ¡,«trac­ 
tion, and the dread steady ri-e marked each 
hour.

W ashington, February 12.h.—W icdom, 
from the Foreign Affairs Committee, fcas re­ 
ported a bill to supplement the commercial 
treaty between the U nited Slates ar.d China, 
for the repression of the opium tr.-.ffic. 
The 
bill is bs follows : 
Section 1. That the importation of opium into 
any part of the United St. tes by Chinese subjects is 
prohibited, and no park age composed in whole or in 
part of opium, imported by or consigned to a Chi­ 
nese subject in the United Slates, shall be admitted 
to entry. Ail packages of opium, or of which opium 
gha’l form a part, imported or consigned as afore­ 
said, shall be proceeded against, seized or forfeited 
by due course of law, in the same minner and with 
the samo effect as is now-provided by law for pro- 
ceedirgs against and condemnation of articles the 
redemption of wbirh is prohibited. Any ptrson of­ 
fending against the provisions of this section shall 
be fined not more than 9500, or imprisoned for six 
months, or both. 
Section 2. No citizen of the United Slates shall 
import opium into any of the open ports of Ch ina, 
or transport it from one open port t any other open 
port, or buy or sell opiuip in any of the open ports 
of China, in any manner, or by any means whatever, 
and all opium so unlawfully imported, transported, 
boujht or soid, shall be deemed forfeited to the 
United States, whicli forfeiture shall be enforced in 
the Consular Court of the district in which such 
opium shall he found, by proceedings as ncsr as 
may be like the proceedings under the laws 0! the 
United States for the seizure and condemnati m t>f 
goods unlawfully imported into the United States, 
aud all opium so forfeited anil condemned shall he 
disposed of in such manner an the Secretary of State 
shall direct, for the benefit of the United States. 
Section 3 
Any citizen of the United States in 
China offend ng against an; of the provisions cf the 
preceding section may be arraigned and tried for 
such offense before the Const:! ir Court of the dis­ 
trict in w hich the offense shall be committed, and on 
convict ion shall te punished by a fine of nut more 
than $500, nor more than s x months or less than 
thirty days’ imprisonment. 
This Act shall take effect July 1 ,1S83.

If the President 
is true to the law, he mu3t ignore all these 
and refuse to appoint any one so recom­ 
mended. 
Civil service reform under the 
A ct begins with the appointment of the 
commission. 
Should there be failure to 
recognize the principle, there the whole 
fabric will come down in ruins. 


We cannot see what is to be gained by diseussin* 1 
the apportionment bill with the majority in the 
Legislature. It will do precisely ») bidden by the j 
bosses. To poiut out the defects of the party plans 
ij but to insure their adoption. Let the dominant 
power pass jn it such a bill as it plea-res, and let it 
bear the r sponsibiiity aione. All appeals for fair­ 
ness wifi go for nothing. Ft rty ascendancy is the 
motive, and it will rule. 


Reduced to an essence, the Grand Jury 
report is found to consist cf two parts, 
criticism of methods and direct charges. 
T'.esc are perplexingly mingled. 
Sepa­ 
rated and condensed to items of state­ 
ment, they amount to this : In the lire cf 
criticism they eay th at our system of 
ooaniy bookkeeping is defective and not 
such as would be tolerated ia an ordinary 
business house; but to what extent this is 
true we are left in the dark. 
It however 
certainly applies to all books and accounts 
under the immediate control cf the Beard 
of Supervisors. 
The methods of trans­ 
acting cennty business are loose, slipshod, 
wasteful, and invite to fraud and extrava­ 
gance. 
The administration of some of the 
county institutions is not in the line of 
economy. 
The charges they prefer are, th at the po­ 
lice force of this city ia inharmonious ; a 
poition of it is antagonistic to its legiti­ 
mate head. 
Money has been raised by 
violators of the law against gaming for the 
purpose of subsidizing the police force, bat 
whether it was so used, the jury was unable 
tu determine. 
The late Board of Super­ 
visors violated the tru st reposed in them 
by illegal expenditure of county money ; 
by paying for work done at extravagant 
prices, far in excess of the true considera­ 
tion, and notably so in the m atter of bridge 
building and repairing. 
It so disbursed 
county* money as to leave the impression 
that it was used for other than legitimate 
purposes. 
I t disregarded the plain provi­ 
sions of the law in the m atter of letting 
contracts. 
I t perm itted its members to 
deal with the county in matters of trade. 
It audited and allowed extravagant bills. 
The farm at the County Hospital is so con­ 
ducted as to be a charge upon the county 
instead of a source of revenue. 
Officials 
are furnished at connty expense w ith to­ 
bacco and whisky. 
The conduct of the 
County Hospital reflects extravagance and 
reckless disregard of ordinary economy. 
The financial affclrs of the county b3ve by 
maladministration been brought to a de­ 
plorably low condition. 
The sums paid to 
the Assessor and his deputies are inexc;ES 
of the value cf services rendered. 
So says 
the Grand Jury, which consisted of euch 
well known citizens as Richard Dale, Alex. 
Neilson, Thos. McConnell, O. P. Goodhue, 
Jabez Turner, N. Clark, E. Twitchell, P. 
P. Lowell, Robert Devlin, Henry Triech- 
ler, Thomas Trag&nza, George Brown, C. 
D. W ingate, B. Shiels, P. G. Crundale, T. 
M. Tracy, T. A. lvinkle, S. Kruger and 
W illiam F arn ey ; 
men not apt to act 
hastily or prefer Buch serious complaints 
w ithout full consideration of all they im­ 
port. 
Under their oaths these cit'z ;ns, 
after nearly four months’ examination into 
county affairs, in person and by experts, 
lay these charges. 
It remains to be seen 
whether th at will be the end of them, a3 
haa been in the past. 
If so, the ability of 
the people to correct evils of this character 
may well bs doubted. 
In the interim be­ 
tween the preferment of these charges and 
the correction of the evils, it will be bet 
common fairness to hear those accused in 
their defense, and to j edge them w ith that 
judicial calmness that becomes a people at 
all times, in all things. 
But assuming the 
charges made to be true, the nefcssity of re­ 
form for the future is not an open question. 
It remains for the present Board of Police 
Commissioners, in behalf of the city police 
force, and the present Board of .Supervisors, 
in Lthalf of the county, to set on foot such 
measures as will make cause for reproaches 
of this character impossible for the future. 
The citizsns of this city and county anx­ 
iously aw ait euch action. 
I; is to be hoped 
they may not be required to wait long. 
This m atter admits of no compromise. 
W e must have honest and economic ad­ 
ministration of public affYrs, and no ex­ 
cuses for irregularities will avail ; justifi­ 
cation alone will constitute an answer to 
the charges preferred. 


SPORTSMEN 
AND 
THE TARIiF. 


An ounce of illustration is worth a 
pound of theory, to paraphrase an old 
proverb. 
The 
tariff tinkers told 
tho 
sportsmen of the conntry th at the duties 
on guns were to be reduced ; b at when the 
now schedules coma in w hat do we find ? 
The present rate ia 35 per cent, xd valorem. 
The proposed new rate on sporting breech- 
loading guns, plain or twist, is §5 ; lam i­ 
nated iron and steel, or stnb-twists, §15 
each ; Damaifcus or fancy barrels, §25 
each. 
Now, as a w riter in the New York 
Post makes very clear, thi3 amounts to 
from 47$ to 3334 per cent. 
The new rate, 
as in all cases where protection is the ob­ 
ject s ught, falls most heavily on the poor 
man—the man who buys the least expen­ 
sive guns. 
For instance: 
Of single-bar­ 
reled 11 Zulus ” ave imported last year 25,­ 
000. 
They cost in Europe §1 50 each. 
The present duty is 524 cents ; the new 
rate will be §5. Belgian double guns cost 
§0 40 ; proposed duty, §5. Eiglish breech­ 
loaders costing §10 GO must also pay duty 
to the tune of §5. 
English laminated iron 
and steel guns cost §12 50, and the pro­ 
posed duty is §15, against §4 37, the pres­ 
ent rate. 
Damascus and fancy stock, cost­ 
ing from §20 to §70, must pay a duty of 
§25. 
Fine guns, costing np to §250, pay 
but §25. 
Thus it will be seen th at the 
cheaper guns, which make up the bulk of' 
importations, must bear the highest rate. 
In other words, the cheap guns are dutied 
at from 3334 to 474 per cent., while the 
high-pric8d stock, which could far easier 
bear the heavy burden, is dutied but 
about 10 or 20 per cent. 
And this is a 
fair specimen of w hat protection does for 
tho country—it lessens the burdens of th e 
rich and increases those of the poor. 


EVEN THS_MORM0NS. 


Even the Mormons, with their prover­ 
bial shrewdness, have entered the political 
lists with loud appeals to, and banuers em- 
blszjned “ For the People.” Tho Mor­ 
mon ticket at Ogden is dubbed “ Tne Peo­ 
ple’s Ticket,” and the Mormon journals 
prate of the rights and wrongs of “ the 
dear people.” 
Polygamy andan autocratic 
and corrupt priesthood mount the political 
hack and fight decency and the Uw be­ 
neath the shelter cf the symbol of the 
demagogue. 
The most outrageous imposi- 
tioas and deceits ever put upoa a free 
nation ; the most virulent and malignant 
assaults npon the fundamental prieciales 
of a republican form of government, have 
been made in the name of “ The People.” 
The people are indeed long suffering, slow 
to anger and full of mercy, else for this 
nnballowcd mouthiDg of the name of the 
sovereign power the lightnings of their just 
indignation had long sines blasted the im 
pious offenders, and have purified legisla­ 
tive atmospheres where this taking of the 
people’s Dame in vain has been the cover 
and excuse for all kinds of vicious enact­ 
ments.

The Tehacii ipl D isaster — Cate of the 
C o ro n er A g ain st flic T ra in Glliclals. 
Bakersfield, February 12:h.—The case 
of the complaint of J. F. Mace, Coroner, 
chnrjiicg B. F. Reid, conductor, and John 
Patton, b.akemiu. with ne¿lu» ntly permit­ 
ting the train to collide with an embankment, 
producing tbs death of J. F. Cassell, Mrs. 
John E. Diwney, Miss Squires end eighteen 
others, opened at 1 r. M. in the Justice’s 
Court, ovi’.n N. R. 'Wilkinson, District Attor­ 
ney, J. W. Freeman and Judge Wilkinson 
for the prosecution, end P. D. Wiggintoa and 
Wallace Loach for the defens". 
B. F. Whitmore testified : Rrsida at Sum­ 
ner ; am agent and train master of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad there; January 19;h 
dispatched train 19 thence, with conductor 
B. F. Reid and rear hrakemau John Patton ; 
it is the conductor’s duty at the station to 
leave his train on its arriva', go to the tele­ 
graph cffice and see if any orders have came; 
he attends to the loading and unloading cf 
freight and pa.’secgers; signals from the plat­ 
form or the ground to the engineer to sta rt; 
at stations where a register is kept, as at 
Tehachapi, he must register the time of the 
train’s artival s n l departure, see also that 
the braketueu are at their p >sts; arriving at 
Tehachapi, the head brakeison detaches the 
two engines, helps turn the first on tbs 
table, and acts aa switcher ; the rear brake- 
man is always on the rear car unless the con­ 
ductor otherwise orders ; the conductor takes 
or fills a vacancy. 
To Wigginton—Have been eight years em­ 
ployed by the Central Pacific Railroad as 
station agent; learned the general duties on 
time-cards, special from the company; am 
familiar with the Tehachapi conductors’ and 
brakeruen’s rules ; they are the same as at all 
stations ; the conductor attends to his regular 
business; the brakesman assist. tbs paseengers 
off and on, though takiug them from their 
posts, if so directed ; the time-card rules the 
custom at all stations. 
To the prosecution—My best recollections 
are that the train had seven cars aud two en­ 
gines ; two bivkeraen on such a train ore 
amply sufficient for the 'Tehachapi grade; 
two handle fourteen heavy freight cars; at 
Tehachapi, when stopped, one could attend 
to cd the duties, but consider i ; usaste for 
him to go fifty yards away. 
To Wiggiuton—'That train at the station 
was in a position that persons going from the 
coach to the depot passed three hundred feet 
alongside i t ; a maa leaving the coach for the 
depot could touch the train ; do not keen’ the 
distance from the track to the depot; it is 
the duty of the brakemau to carry a lighted 
lantern at night, to transmit the conductor’s 
signals to the eDginser; the position of rear 
brakemxn is on tho rear c a r; nearing sta­ 
tions he notifies the coach and smoker pas­ 
sengers, sets the break at the front end of the 
coach, holding all the outride truck wheels of 
both ends; this firmly set is conceded to bo 
sufficient to hold a train ; believe the same 
practice prevails on heavier grades than Te­ 
hachapi. 
Nettie Collins testified : Was on the train 
Junuary 19:h ; before reachicg Tehachapi, 
Mr. l ’atton asked me was I a passenger for 
Tehachapi; I said I wa*; he offered to assist 
me, and did so ; it was very windy ; hÍ3 lan­ 
tern was blown o u t; there was no light at the 
depot to see ; went there, atd was directed to 
a hotel; Mr. Patfcou lit his lantern and went 
out before I did, staying in the offico about a 
minute; shortly afterward he returned ; go­ 
ing out for the hotel, I learned from the con­ 
ductor that the train had started ; did not 
know Mr. Patton’» position on the train. 
To Wiggiutcn—K new him to bo a train 
employe, having a.-ked me if I was a p is =en- 
f.er for Tehachapi, half an hour before the 
train stepped, when he proffered his s= ¡st­ 
ance to the depot; saw him before that in a 
seat in front of me ; he arose and we¡.t to the 
rear end and returned, Bitting in the samo 
p h c e ; 
when the car stepped, ha a: ked 
me to wait a few initiates, and went on tho 
platform ; don’t know what he was doing ; 
believe he was tending to th e brakes ; I went 
out, and wo got down and walked btslde the 
train to the depot; h? v si nearc.-1 tu the 
train; it was a col-1 and disagiceabls night; 
his light was blown cut ia twsuty seconds ; 
he said ho would find soma one at the station 
to see ine to the hotel f am not a stranger in 
Tehnchspi, but was at Siqpktoa ; had a ticket 
from Sumner; gave it to conductor Reid. . 
P. 1). Green sworn; Reside close to the 
snaim it; am a rancher and m iner; at Te­ 
hachapi statior, on the i-i:hr of the aec-iden’, 
51r. Gates said Governor Dotvuey worn ted ho 
9-e me : no one w..s present w ben I taw him ; 
hitched up my team and went to the wreck 
with Reid; passed tho train briegi g back 
the sick and wounded ; at the wreck saw that 
tho I jos Angeles sleeper seamed to havo gone 
off a; the curve, struck ths l ank over the 
ditch, rulic.1 back in aud burned ; the track 
war beat-; suppose it threw the others r.ff ; 
all the cars were nearly burned ; only 
a 
few bodies were 
approachable; the 
rest w re ia ths fire; Porter Wright, the 
cilored mrssenger, Mr. Patso.n, a man tuftied 
Kerrigan and a difcharged soldier who died 
during the day, were uuburned; esw the 
burned b dies; some were armless aa l leg­ 
less ; some were worse ; seDt seventeen sup­ 
posed ¿odies r-u a flat to the Biatiun; wrote 
the Eime ia a book, aud a description of the 
wrack ; the grado where tho train stopped ia 
light; judge it to be ab.ut twaaty feet lolhe 
mile for a short distance descending toward 
tho wreck ; know but little about railroading ; 
nsver put a brake on ; on a grado such as that 
the train should have a brake on if no engine 
is attached; don’t know how m;ny are re­ 
quired ; a pretty strong east wi.-.d was blow­ 
ing that night; don’t know if they could 
s’ .rt a train with the brakes on ; know it is 
difficult to start a train, but sometimes it 
would start by just throwing the brake off; 
suppjte the cause of the d*aths was that the 
train was disreiled and the peop’e burned; 
doa’t know if they were killed by contact 
with the bank; suppose that could have 
killed some. 
The testimony of J. B. Patterson, operator 
at Tehachapi, before the (JcroLer’s Jury, was 
admitted ia the present case. 
Adjourned until 10 A. M. to morrow.

Discharges from the Far. and 
Noises in the Head. 


By Dr. Lighthill

Deafness is one of the most severe afflictions in­ 


cident to mankind. In proportion to its intensity, 


it disqualifies alike for the duties end enjoyments of 


life, renders converse with others tedious acd almost 


painful, aud to the^naturally intelligent is oft n 


more grievous tln n the deprivation of eight. And 


yet in the majority cf cases of confirmed deafness 


the difficulty is often attributable to a culpable habit 


of neglect in making application for relief during 


the earlier stages of the aural complaint. Only in 


rare instances is the hearing lost suddenly; in most 


cases the approach of deafness is extremely in­ 


sidious; indeed, the faculty of hearing is loefc so 


imperceptibly that the time can scarcely ever be 


fi^ed when the difficulty first commenced, nor can 


any increase be noticed except at long interval* of 


time. 


PU 0G V E S3 Ok' DEAFNESS. 


Deafness varios in degree from the non-apprecia­ 


tion cf L int an i low sounds to the total loss of 


hearing. During the incipient stages of deafness 


tbe patient usually hears well enough when listening 


or while paying c’ose attention, but is quite hard of 


hearing when not expecting to be addressed. Under 


these circumstances the person so afflicted often 


appears heedless and inattentive, until the impaired 


condition cf the hearing power bccomos more 


noticeable and explains the difficulty. As tiie com­ 


plaint progresses, we find that the patient experi­ 


ences more and mare diiiicu’ty to hear readily, even 


while paying el se attention, when two or more are 


talking, or when tho conversation is carried on in a 


low tone of voice, especially if the articulation of 


those with whom they converse is not scfficleat'y 


distinct. In such cases,¿hey hear the S'kund of the 
voice, but fail to catch the words, and hence they 


continually complain of persons “ talking way down 


the threat.” Iu this almost imperceptibly slow and 


gradual manner hearing beccmc3 moro and more 


clouded and indistinct, until it is entirely lost or 


very seriously impaired. 


During the incipient stsges of deafness, a delusive 


feeling cf cl'sure or obstruction is often experienced 


in th^cars, w'hic’.i the patient endeavors to remove 


l y shaking the head, digging into the cars with car 


spoons and other dargerous contrivances, or by a 


persistent course of syringing, a procccdirg often 


attended by most injurie us results. 


A B.V 9K M IL 3F A S IX I*. 


During the progress of deafness sounds often pro­ 


duce a variety of morbid sensations. Musical tones 
may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 


sharp sounds are painful and distressing. The voice 


often appears hollow and reverberating, or extremely 


disagreeable. In some cases hearing seems best 


amid noisy and clattering s aun is, as in mills, for in­ 


stance, or when riding in a stage or railway c\r. 


The ca30 of a lady is recorded who coul 1 only hear 


while her servant was beating a drum, and another 


where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 


Ioather on hi* lap stone. 


DEAFSEftS BY S l’E L L I. 


With some the hearing at first suffers only by 


spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 


or while blowing the nose. In such cas:s the hear­ 


ing is often spontaneously restored with a snapping 


sound or a loud startling report, or returns in a 


measure after the cold has pasaod off. These spells 


of deaíne¿8, however, usually occur more and more 


often, and aet longer, until »t length permanent 


deafness supervenes. 


DEAFX1S* I.\ ONE F.1B. 


Occasionally we find that only one ear is attacked, 


and when this is the case, no difficulty is experienced 


in hearing conversation readily, except ou the deaf 


tide, but the power is lost to know ti.e direction of 


the sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 


affected could not tell which way the sound came 


from. 
In the majority of cases the other ear be­ 


comes affected in time, and what was before merely 


a serious inconvenience becomes then an actual 


misfortune. 
For the benefit of its fellow, th 2 dis­ 


eased ear, in all euch cases, should be restored to a 


condition of health even if its hecring couli not be 
benefited. 


X O ISEi' IX T H E U S E D . 


Noises in the head are sometimes the first and 


only indication of a morbid condition of the ear. 


They may resemble the escape of steam, the ringing 


of bells, the beating of the heart, the humming of 


insects, the rattling of machiuery, tho roar of the 


surf, the singing of the teakettle, and in fact every 


imaginable sound. Often two distinct ncises are 


perceived simultaneously, or one noise continues 


wbi e the other appears at intervals. There is often 
a throbbing beating or pumping sound, with or 


without a sensation ot heaviness or fullness iu the 


head, sometimes more noticeable when fatigued, 


after unusual exercise or excitement, or after meals. 


Noise? iu the bead impair the functions of the brain, 


and exerci?e a most depressing mental and moral 


influence upon the patient, sufficiently so as to lead 


sometimes to suicide. The mental distress and tort­ 


ure which they occasion arc often so great that 


many a patient is far more anxious to have the 


n o is^em oved than the hearing restored, if only 
one thing or the other could be accomplished. 


B E A H ££S IX CHILDHOOD* 


Iu many cases of deafuess that present themselves 


for treatment, tbe loss cf hearing can be clearly 


traced to seme trifling aural complaint, which com 


me need during infancy or childhood, and was 


allowed to run unchecked and unattended. Ueualiy 


there are no visible syiqptoirs denoting a diseased 


condition of the car. Ih e child merely suffers from 


a plight but growing iacistinctuees of hearing, vtliicb 


assumes the appearance ct absent-mindedness, care­ 


lessness, stupidity or inattention, for which persist­ 


ent puni-hment is often inflicted, when the fault is 


entirely due to defective heariDg. As soon there­ 


fore as the slightest doubt exists in reference to a 


child’s ability to hear, medical advice should be 


obtair.ed, in order to have a thorough examination. 


Many cases, by proper and timely treatment, aré 


susceptible ©f complete relief, which, if neglected, 


become hopelessly incurable.

Dl§<13 IR G E 4 F ÍO M T H E EA R. 


Discharges from the esr result from seme inflam­ 


matory process of the ear produced by scarlet fever, 


small-pox, diphtheria, measles, cold or other cause, 


and varies in different cases and in the same case at 


different times. Usually it is a thick, puruent, 


greenish-yellow matter, occasionally streaked with 


blood. At times it U of a vascid and ropy nature, 


and again it may resemble melted cheese iu appear­ 
ance and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coats the liuing of the 


auditory canal, whilst in others it is so copious as to 


pour from the car, excoriating tbe surrounding 


tiscue, which then presents a raw and inflimed ap­ 


pearance. 


The discharge ia always characterized by a fetid 


odor, but in some cases it is so offensive as to be al­ 


most unbearable. Discharge fro at the e ir is dau- 


gerous both to the hearing and the general system. 


In some ctses it occasions total deafness, whilst in 


all the hearing suffers to a more or le^s extent, none 


escaping without some notable injury to the hear­ 


ing power. Aside from its effects on hearing, tho 


disease is apt to give rire to Neuralgia, Epilepsy, 


St. Vitus Dance, facial Paralysis, and other nervous 


disturbances—results scarcely to be wondered at 


wheu we consider the close proximity of tbe diseased 


aural cavity to the great nerve-center—tbe brain— 


to which the inflammatioi or ulceration might be 


communicated with fatal consequences. A d yet 
some persons are content to go through life with 


this filthy, loathsome and danger \n tí incase about 


them, ethers eudeav .rto conceal this ¿ff.ciion, and 


others sgain arc deterred from taking proper advice 


by the ridiculous fear that the healing of the dis­ 


charge might be injurious to their health, when just 


the contrary is invariably the case. 


A F E W W ORDS OF ADVICE. 


Those who value their hearing should seek com­ 


petent medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 


of a diseased condition of the ear, or the least defect 


in hearing. To do otherwise is to jeopardize one of 


the most valuable of our senses. 


Many persons neglect the diseased state of their 


ears iu the hope that the difficulty may get well of 


itself or would bo outgrown. 
No hope has ever 


proved more fallacious. It i* the experience of alj 


aurists of repute that diseases of the ear z.ro not 
benefited by nature or time, but that, on the con­ 


trary, they Decome more and* more developed 


and confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 


We canm-t, therefore, too strongly condemn tho 


practice of those physician3 who, through ignorance 


o?* care’essncs?, endearjr to inspire confidence in 


the h ialing process of nature, by advising patients 


to let disease of the ear alone. In our experience 


we have had repeated demonstrations of the fact 


that such advice is nothing short of malpractice, 
and deserving of the severest censure ; for dis­ 


eas .a of the ear are not only destructive to 


hearing, they also form a center for the develop­ 


ment of a variety of morbid states of other im 


portant organs, more especially the brain and nerv­ 


ous system. A late number of the Philadelphia 


Medical and Surgical Reporter, one of the be3t 
medical journals of the country, echoes tho opiuion 


of the lest informed aural surgeons of the day by 


stating that 41 it is a grov. ingly recognized fact, that 


such serious diseases as pya*mia, ab-ccss iu the 


brain, some obscure form* of so-called rheumatic 


fever, and many others—for the most part rapidly 


fatal disoriera—derive their starting-point in the 


ear.” 


In tbeir earlier stages, diseases of the ear yield 


readily to skillful medical attendance, and even in 
cases of long standing, at.d where the hearing is 


seriously impaired, an entire cure can often be 


effected by appropriate means. Dosirable results, 


however, can only be expected from U13 attendance 


of a physician who has made himself familiar with 


the subject by special study, and who ha* acquired 


sufficient practical experience to gain a mastery over 


aural diseases. Medical science cannot be held re 


sponsible for the frequent failures or po3sible injury 


resulting from treatment when administered by in­ 


competent or inexperienced hands.

Tho City Board of Tru»tees mot in regular 
eeasiou yesterday, ail tho members p re teit 
Tfco report of tho Chief Engineer of tho 
W ater Works showed that tho pampa were in 
operation during last week 147 hours, pump­ 
ing 11,182,730 gallons of water. 
E. I). Kenuedy, by his attorney, George 
Cadwaladsr, presented ci'y coupons to tho 
amount of $0,821 for payment, said coupons 
being payable in 1882 3. Payment was de­ 
nied for want of funds. 
A communication from “ The Tax-payers' 
Union,” requesting the postponement of the 
tax levy until after tho election and qualifica­ 
tion of the member of the Board to be chcsen 
on the second Tuesday of Match, was re­ 
ceived and ordered on file, as was also a cim- 
mnnic.tion from the Secretary cf the Free 
Library, announcing that A. S. Hopldcs had 
beea caoaen as a Trustee of the Library. 
A petition was received from property- 
owners for the eieatkn of a street lamp on 
the corner of Sixth and It streets, and re­ 
ferred to the Street Commissioner. 
A communicate.n was received from the 
15 >ard of Heal-' , recommending that the 
salary of the Health 0ffic3r be increased 
from $30 to $100 per mouth, and that the 
officer be required to devote his entire time 
to too saoit.'trv (lutos imposed upon him by 
the Board t f Health. Also from the same 
body iu regard to the sewerage system of the 
city, aud recommending that a proposition 
be submitted to a voto of tho people to raise 
by special tax such an amount of money as 
may ba considered necessary by the City En­ 
gineer for tho purpose of perfecting a system 
of Beweragp. Bath communications were or­ 
dered cn file. 
A communication was received from the 
Beard of lire Commi-eioners, stating that 
after a careful estimate of tho amount of 
money necessary to meet their expenses for 
the c. miog yea.-, they found that it rviil 
require a levy of at least 25 cents on each §103 
of t .x able property of tho city.

Recobd-Ubion : W ill you call the at­ 
tention of the City and County Fathe. s to a 
practical and profitable plan by which to roa 
teri-illy aid the good cause cf temperance, 
and thereby necess irily assist the treasuries 
ot eacb, as well as the Dw and order cf the 
entire csmmurdiy ? The means by which 
this can be casiiy accomplished is simply 
th is: By regulating tho sale of licenses for 
Billing liq r ir. Thus the Trustees for the 
city and Supervisors f r the county can make 
the cost of a license such that a grsat_ many 
less liquor stands could profiUb y exist, (be 
effects of which, as all can testify, would be 
le.s liquor drank, places of that character 
would be kept in much better ordrr, low 
groggeries, vagrants, poverty stricken fami­ 
lies and many cf the evils attendant would 
b? lessened, at the same time that the_treas­ 
uries’ resourZfes would be increased. Missouri 
has started out upoa this ides of limi ing the 
number of bar-rooms, Belling licenses to the 
highest bidder?. 
At present there is a bar to 
every three hundred inhabitants of the State. 
Will not California ker p apses with other 
States iu advanciog.reosonably with the tiin.’s 
improving tendencies ? 
Illinois towns present examples of the 
working of the high license system. A y ar 
ago Joliet adopted it. Before that there were 
ninety saloons in the placo paying a li- ease of 
§50 each, or $1,500 in the aggregate. Ths new 
law fixed the license at §500. The result is 
that the number of saloons has been reduced 
to sixty, and the revenus they psy is §30,000 
—that is, ont-third fewer saloons pay more 
than six timei as much revenue as under the 
old system. 
Sacramento has n population proper r.f 
about 23,C00 people. 
Why would not this 
scheme work as well or similarly here ?—par­ 
ticularly as we have three times as many 
places to liceDee. Our treasury needs the 
money, tbe number of saloons and rum-shape 
needs reducing, whereby every legitimate in­ 
terest will ba benefited. Ia every person who 
will pay an increased license tbe scheme will 
have an earnest advocate—he will make more 
money, keeping a better and more orderly 
place. The authoriiies must gain some prac­ 
tical ideas iu this direction from some such 
plan, and have the courage to execute it, set­ 
ting an exam le for the State. If any one 
has statistics to corroborate such conclusions, 
now is the time to come forward with them., 
while other ooaisiunuiea are taking action 
toward a bettor state cf thing?, aud particu­ 
larly as an election is approaching, at which 
time wa mnst have a certain number of 
issues. In Chicago this subject is receiving 
public attention, and the press and the people 
are outspoken for high license. 
I understand 
that prominent saloon men oi Sacramento 
are in favor of it here.

LEGISLATURE. 


P roceedings la Both h o u ses— C harters of 
C orporations—7 h a in d u strial ix h lb ltio n 


B ill In th e A ssem bly. 


Both houses of tbs Legislature were in session 
yesterday, ard each did a iar"» amount cf business, 
the Senate running' until 7:í>ó p. m , and the Assem­ 
bly until 5:10 P. ü. 
The Señóte was called to order st 1:30 p. m. by 
LieutcQint-Governor Daggett. A call of tbe roll 
^ showed that only eighteen members were present. 
( "Within five minutes, however, three other Senators 
csme in, and bminess w m proceeded with. 
Enyiisb, Del Valle and Vroomau were granted one 
day’s ltave'of absence. 
The Committee on Corporations reported bsc'c tbe 
bill introduced by Kelly of Solano, to amend Sic 
t on 872 of the Pen?I Code, relating to nuisances 
(known as the anti-debris bill), with the recom- 
me&dation that it be referred to the Committee on 
Mines and Mining. It was so referred. Also, favor­ 
ably, Kelly’s (of tan Fr. nciseo) S. B. 177, to regu­ 
late insurance companies. «Iso, favorably, wi'h 
amendment?, Cronan's bill to prohibit gras and water 
companies from charariog c ’nsumers for pipes com­ 
municating with supply' pip.b or ttrect mains, aud 
the line of the street or sidewalk curb fronting the 
premises to be supplied, and there making connec­ 
tion with the pipes of the consumers. Also, with­ 
out recommendation, Reddy’s S. B. 229, amending 
ficction 473 of the Civil Code, relating to the consol­ 
idation of the capital stock, debts, profits, assets 
and franchises of railroad corporations, and to 
authorize such consolidation between railroad cor­ 
p rations organized in this State ar.d railroad cor­ 
porations cf adjoining States. 
Also, adversely, 
Lynch’s 8. B. 277, concerning savings and loan cor­ 
porations. 
Under the new order of business the Senate then 
took up and read first time S. B.’a 64 and Gii—the 
Senatorial ami Assembly apj»ortiunmeut hi le, intro­ 
duced by Del Valle. 
The road bids were all passed on file. 
Whitney introduced a bill providing that no 
street railroad company shall collect a higher rate 
of fare than five c nts, within the corporate limit* 
of the city or town. 
T¿ylor * introduced a bill providing penalties for 
taking into possession, driving, using orkiiliug, any 
stock not ownei by the parties. Makes it a misde­ 
meanor to kill any unmarked or unbranded bull, 
cow, calf, ox, beef steer, sheep, goat, or Log, not his 
own, a*thougb the owner of such animal be fun- 
known; or to sell any hog with the head or head cut 
off, or any dead hog with the ears newly marked; 
or to alter or change any brand on any animal, or to 
brand or mark stock notfbelonging to the party, 
without consent of the owners, or to sell unbianded 
hides. 
* 
Knight introduced a bill providing that moneys 
remaining in the building fuid of any school dis­ 
trict, after all bonds and indebtedness shall have 
been paid, elialf be p*id into the county treasury, 
subject to the order of the trustees of said district 
Foster introduced a bill to add certain sections to 
the Civil Code of this State in relation to the fran­ 
chises of corporations, to be known as Title XVIf. 
oí Part IV. ot Division First of said Civil Code. 
It 
provides that any corporation formed or existing 
under the laws of this State, or which shall here­ 
after be formed pursuant to any law of this State, 
which shall be delinquent in ihe payment of its 
State, county, city, or city and county taxes law­ 
fully a§?:-9?cd upon its capital stock, property, assets 
or franchise for a period < f six months, shoil forfeit 
it* franchise. Upon information in writing, veri­ 
fied by the oath of any three taxpayers of the State, 
or by tho District Attorney, or any Supervisor of 
any county, city, or city and county, that any cor­ 
poration is delinquent in the payment of itstaxrs 
upon its capital stock, property, esscts or franchise, 
in any county, the Attorney-O neral must file a 
complaint in writing in any Superior Court in 1 lie 
State where the delinquency exists, and the Court 
must thereupon cite asid corporation defendant, by 
the service of summons upon any of its officers 
upon whom a service of summons is required to be 
made by Subdiusion I., Section 411 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, to appear before the Court at a time 
not more than ten or less than five days from the 
time of complaint, and within twenty days must 
proceed summarily to h?ar the accusation and evi­ 
dence offered in support of it, and the answer and 
evideucc offered by the corporation. If it appears 
that the allegations are sustained, the Court must 
decree that the corporation forfeits its fracchisc. 
Taylor’s bill declaring certain streams and waters 
public way® was read a first time. 
The next bill on the first reading file was S. B. 
115, by Chandler, relativa u> the powers and pur­ 
poses of corporations. 
^Kellogg suid that he was opposed to the bill being 
read a first time, second time or ever becoming a 
law of the State. He admitted that the author, in 
introducing it, was actuated by an honest motive, 
but he based his objections upon two ground?. 
First, that it was plainly in opposition, not only to 
the express words, but to the intent of the Consti­ 
tution : next, that it was againpt public policy. 
He 
claimed that it was clearly in violation of Section 9 
of Article XII. of the Constitution. 
The word 
“ charter,” as used in the Constitution, meant 
“ articles of incorporation.” Under the bill two- 
thirds of any corporation in tbe átate could enlarge, 
diminish or add to its powers and purpoee4*. It 
would a.low the large banking corporations, such as 
the Bank of Nevada or the Bank of California, to go 
int i the manufacturing, milling, transportation or 
any other business. It would allow a railroad cor­ 
poration to engage in any ami all kinds of business. 
He believed its operations would prove most disas­ 
trous to the people of the State. 
Chandler defended his bill, lie thought the gen­ 
tleman from Flamas was unnecessarily frightened. 
All that a corporation now has to do, if they want 
to increase or diminish their powers, is to disincor­ 
porate, and then reincorpórate and take on those 
power?, 'i hat was wh it was done in the cise of 'he 
tiraugers* Business Association. But the trouble 
was that it made great cozt. 
This bid Hinply per­ 
mitted corporation® to amend their charters wiih ufc 
going to the cxpeuse of disincorporating and rein- 
corporatiog aga n. 
McClure, Whitney and Cro?s took the same 
ground, and said that the bill would not injure the 
pe»p’o of tlie Sb-tew It was to met-t just such cases 
as that of the Granger»’ Association. Mr. Cross 
thought there might be a little doubt about tbe con­ 
stitutionality of the bill, hut he thought it was con­ 
stitutional. 
Kellogg cited Sections 3*5 and 360 of tho code, in 
connection with Section 9 <f Article XII. of the 
Constitution. He believed that the people of this 
State were opposed to aggregated capital getting any 
more power than it has l o w . 
If so, this u iil Btiould 
receive very close and serious investigation 
The bill wa3 allowed a first reading. 
When the hi I to pay < ut certain moneys paid into 
tbe Treasury under the Act to promote drainage 
was reached, it was recommitted to the Committee 
on Claims. 
The bill in relation to the printing of the reports 
of the Supremo Court st the State Printing « ffice 
met a violent opposition from Cross, ar.d was warmly 
defended by Fiicber. It was allowed a first reading 
by a vote * f 17 to I t 
Pilcher’s bill m relation to examinations and com 
plaints also created considera ole discussion, and was 
refused a fin.t reading. 
Spencvr of Napa introduced a bill in regard to the 
management of 
the Napa iusane Asylum, aud 
Perry one in relation to swamp lands. 
Sullivan introduced a resolution cal ing upon the 
Committee on Commerce and Navigation to report 
batkS. B. 2:S, in relation to the State Board of 
Harbor Commissioner®, on 
Wednesday, and it 
awoke one of the most animated a .d personal dis­ 
cussions of the session. 
Cross moveu to amend that the committee report 
as soon as they reasonably can. 
Ryan moved to amend that the committee report 
forthwith, with recommendations. 
Both amendments were lost and the original res­ 
olution adopted by a vote of 24 a\es to 4 noca. 
The Assembly session commenced at 10 a. m., 
Speaker La Iiue In the chair.

A number of unimportant bills were introduce 1, 
none of which will ever reach the third-reading file 
of the Senate, even if there is time to get them 
through* th? Assembly. 
Wharton’s bill, to prevent the sale of adulterated 
milk ; Bower’s bill, amending the law rel ting to ' 
elections upon question® of the issuance of bonds 
of school cidfricts for tho purpose of raising money 
for school purposes; Terry’s bill, rolatirg to ap­ 
peals in criminal cases, aud the one prescribing pun­ 
ishment foi obtaining money or property by false 
pretenses, and by false rep »rts of wealth ; Irwin’s 
Lili, relating to elections held or votes had for any 
purpose by corporations; Reeve’s bill, relating to 
the puymeut of moneys received by certain lands 
aud school land warrants; Wharton's bill, to mike
